Dreeheller Health 
Unit Issues Report 


The fourth quarterly report of 
the Drumheller Health Unit was 
recently submitted to the District 
Board of Health by Dr. G, Rhys 
Jones, Medical Health Officer. The 
report contains information on work 
done by the newly-formed unit and 
plans for a schedule which will 
embrace all health services in the 
near future. 

The report deals with Inoculation 
Tours, Child Welfare Clinics, Com- 
municable Disease Control, Mental 
Hygiene, Sanitation and Literature. 
Immunization doses given in the 
first three months of the year to- 
talled 3,467, of which 2,983 were for 
Diphtheria, 425 for Whooping 
Cough, 54 for Small Pox and 5 for 
Searlet Fever. Statistical reports 
were also included for Control of 
Communicable Disease, Tuberculo- 
sis, Baby Clinics, Child Guidance 
Clinics, Sanitary Inspections, Edu- 
eation and School Visits. 

Well Baby Clinics could not be 
organized outside of Drumheller 
because of the great demand on 
| the Unit staff's time for inocula- 
tions. However, plans are being- 
made to open up Clinics at stra- | 
| tegie points within the boundaries | 
|of the Unit and Carbon is a prob- | 
able point at which such a Clinic | 
will be established.

WINNIPEG.—A survey now is 
being made of a gas pipeline 
route to bring natural gas from 
oil and gas fields of Alberta to 
Winnipeg and_ St. Boniface, 
Man., L. D. M. Baxter said. 

Mr. Baxter, President of Osler, 
Hammond and Nanton, Winnipeg fi- 
nancial house backing the project, 
made the announcement of the proj- 
ect, The Dominion government ap- 
proved a bill to incorporate the com- 
pany which will operate the pipeline, 

The company plans to spend at 
least $45,000,000 in bringing gas from 
Alberta to Winnipeg. 

Mr. Baxter said he could not say 
when gas would be laid down to Win- 
nipeg consumers. Some matters 
were still to be cleared up. 

The transport board must approve 
the construction of the line and the 
company must obtain an export per- 
mit from the Alberta government 
before it can pipe gas out of that 
province.

In searching for answers, these 
experts say, they considered the re-

That definition, says the diction- 
ary, is an all-embracing term for 
animals “originating or existing out- 
side the earth or its atmosphere.” 

That’s all the dictionary does say, 
though, nothing about height, weight, 
width, feet, wings. Nothing nice and 
specific like that. 

The Air Force, in an official re- 
port in its investigation of flying 
saucer phenomena, leaves no impres- 
sion that it spent long hours on the 
extraterrestrial animal angle. It 
doesn’t squelch the whole idea but 
it holds the comment to a minimum: 

“The possible existence of some 
sort of strange extraterrestrial ani- 
mals has also been remotely consid- 
ered, as many of the objects describ- 
ed acted more like animals than any- 
thing else. However, there are few 
reliable reports on extraterrestrial 
animals.” 

Here’s what a prospector says he 
saw at 5,000 feet in the Cascade 
Mountains of the west coast: five or 
six objects, 30 feet in diameter, 
rounded, tailed, noiseless and not fly- 
ing in formation, 

Here’s what two children say they 
saw at Hamel, Minn,: “A strange ob- 
ject which hit the ground, spun 
around once, made a whistling noise 
and then shot straight up into the 
sky about 20 feet, stopped again and 
made more whistling noises, man- 
oeuvred around tree branches and 
telephone’ wires and suddenly sped off 
to the northwest.” 

That sound like extraterrestrial 
animals? Remember Buck Rogers 
and Flash Gordon last weekend? 

No? Well, use your imagination 4a 
little,

With the world’s youngest country, 
Israel, issuing a flag stamp in blue 
and white, collectors of flag stamps 
will have another country to add to 
their list. Many countries have in 
recent years issued flag stamps, of- 
ten in natural colors, not only fea- 
turing their own flags, but also flags 
of other countries. Collecting these 
stamps is an interesting specialty, 

Canada has issued two such 
stamps, though flags were not the 
predominant design, There is a Un- 
ion Jack at the top of the 10 cents 
parliament buildings stamp of 1942, 
and there are service flags shown on 
the 1942 special delivery stamp. The 
flags are not in natural color, 

The current commemorative stamps 
of Turks and Caicos Islands have 
one value with that colony’s flag. It 
is one of the few stamps portraying 
as main design the Union Jack, On 
the Russian 1943 stamps to mark 
the Teheran conference, the Union 
Jack, along with the Russian and 
United States flags are shown in 
full color, 

Probably largest single groups of 
flag stamps have been issued in the 
Americas, The United States in 1943 
issued 13 stamps featuring flags 
of overrun countries, and showing in 
full colors the flags of Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, Norway, Luxem- 
bourg, Netherlands, Belgium, France, 
Greece, Yugoslavia, Albania, Austria, 
Denmark and Korea. The United 
States flag is shown on a 1945 stamp 
to the battle of Iwo Jima as well as 
on a stamp issued that year for the 
state of Texas. The United States 
has also featured a number of its 
state stamps on other commemora- 
tive issues. The Stars and Stripes 
has been featured on stamps of many 
countries, including a Chinese stamp 
of 1939, which also featured China’s 
flag; Paraguay’s 50 pesos airmail

Pasteurized Milk 


It's a far cry to summer vacation 
for most people, but holiday resort 
operators are on the job already, 
making preparations for another sea-

In this connection, the Health 


League of Canada has issued its an- 
nual appeal to resort operators to 
make sure they serve their guests 
pasteurized milk—the only safe milk. 
It is thought that the vast majority 
of resorts do serve pasteurized mill 
in the interests of the guests’ health, 
but the possibility exists there are 
many places where the owners do 
not realize that raw milk endangers 


thelr visitors, 
They do not know that raw, or 
unpasteurized, milk can contain 


germs which cause such diseases as 
bovine tuberculosis, undulant fever, 
typhoid fever, paratyphoid, and dys 
entery, The Health League believes 
that once these resort operators 
realize the facts they will do every- 
thing in their power to obtain regu- 
lar supplies of safe milk—even if

Saving Space 

Space can be saved with larger 
growing vegetables by following a 
few tricks of the experienced gar- 
deners, Take tomatoes, for example. 
If left alone to grow the natural way 
these plants will need a full 24 inches 
at least each way and, better still, 
30 inches or a yard, However, if 
they are staked, they can be grown 
about 15 to 18 inches apart and bet- 
ter, earlier and cleaner fruit will be 
produced. Stakes should be about 
six feet long and firmly driven at 
least a foot in the soil close to the 
plant. All side shoots are nipped 
off and growth confined to a single 
shoot, Care must be taken not to 
pinch off flowers which will come at 
every joint in the main stem. The 
latter should be tied loosely to the 
stake with soft twine or raffia about 
every foot, 

Melons, squash and other climbing 
or trailing things will take up less 
valuable space if planted around the 
outside of the main garden. They 
can trail Over paths or even fences. 
Most of these, however, require as 
much sun as possible, as well as 
good, rich, open soil, Incidentally, 
around the outside of the garden and 
especially the North a West side, 
is the place for the fruit trees, Here 
they are out of the way and they 
will not shade the garden. 

Spread Out Annuals 

With bedding plants like petunias, 
asters, cosmos, marigolds, etc., most 
amateurs make the same mistake as 
they make with shrubs and trees— 
they plant them too close together. 
This is not only expensive but it re- 


At Chalk River 


Dangers Of The Atomic Plant 
‘Overestimated’ 


MONTREAL. — Canada over- 
estimated the dangers when she 
built her atomic pilot plant at 
remote Chalk River, Ont., 120 
miles north of Ottawa, Dr. C. J. 
Mackenzie, head of the Atomic 
Energy Control Board, said. 


He told the Canadian Institute of 
Mining and Metallurgy “‘we now feel 
such a plant could be placed quite 
close to a large city and the employ- 
ees housed at a site near the plant 
without undue risk.” More than 
1,000 workers now are transported 
daily 10 miles or more to their posts, 

In his speech prepared for deliv- 
ery, Dr, Mackenzie gave some inter- 


sults in less bloom and poor, spindly

The Roosevelt-Churchill-King con- 
ference at Quebec city in 1948 laid 
the groundwork for three-country co- 
operation in atomic energy. It was 
decided there that Canada should 
build the heavy water pile which 
now allows her to conduct experi- 
ments “of the greatest importance” 
which cannot be duplicated else- 
where, Some of those tests were 
made for the United States. 

Many “knowledgeable people” feel 
that radioactive piles—alone will 
“yet repay many fold all the rather 
large expenditures made to date on 
atomic developments,” They are used 
in varied research and in industrial 
and metallurgical control operations, 

In the field of raw materials, “it 
may very well be that Canada’s con- 
tribution in uranium and uranium’s 
contribution to the economic pros- 
perity of Canada may some day solve 
many of our problems.” 

Currently, said Dr. Mackenzie, 
“there is a growing knowledge of re- 
actors and much thought is being 
given to different kinds to serve dif- 
ferent purposes.” 

He confessed that he had thought 
1943 estimates that Chalk River 
would cost $4,000,000 were “far too 
high”, They eventually reached $25,- 
000,000 “but at that time none of us 
had any idea of what was involved 

.."” If the pile could have been 
built in a large industrial area where 
many facilities were available the 
cost could have been halved, 

Sites all over Canada were consid- 
ered before Chalk River was chosen, 

Dr. Mackenzie thought the peace- 
time significance of the energy is 
“far greater” than its war role, 

Canada’s radioactive pile was ‘“pro- 
ducing in small quantities the most 
valuable material in the world—fis- 
sile plutonium—a material which I 
am sure some day will be the raw 
material of great industrial develop- 
ments.”

Join The Campaign To 
Keep Forests Green 


If there is anything more terrify- 
ing than a forest fire, it would be 
difficult to say what it is. Its heat is 
a terrible thing. It travels with un- 
believable speed. Green trees burst 
into flame as if they were made of 
paper, starting new fires. Other 
fires are started miles from the 
scene by sparks and masses of 
burning bark carried by wind. The 
air itself seems to be ablaze as gas- 
ses released from the overheated 
wood bursts into flame. Yet the be- 
ginnings of such devastation usual- 

| ly are simple. A cigarette-end drop- 
| ped thoughtlessly or tossed from a 
moving auto, a camp fire left before 
match thrown 
| aside while it is still blazing—these 
are a few of the most common 
forms of this destructive carless- 
ness. The damage does not cease 
with only the destruction of a for- 
est, for forests regulate the water 
supply on which the soil depends, 
provides shelter for thousands of 
wild things and in a hundred ways 
contribute to the national and pro- 
vinecial economy. Every year forest 
fires cause millions of dollars in 
direct loss and millions more in in- 
| direct. An alarming percentage of 
these fires is due to human carless- 
ness. 

The Alberta Government main- 
tains a fire prevention and _ fire 
fighting organization, yet in the 
| last analysis—the responsibility is 
that of each individual citizen. In 
his hands are nearly all the causes 
to which forest fires are ordinary 
attributed, 

Slash fires which someone didn’t 
bother to put out are among the 
familiar causes of forest fires and 
there is the smoldering fire which 
campers left behind—the cigarette 
butt the glowing match. Accidental 
causes are harder to control; never- 
theless they continue to diminish. 
On the other hand, in a single sea- 
son ,campers, settlers and careless 
smokers have been known to ac- 
count for 31 per cent of the forest 
fire loss, In the same year 24.3 per 
cent of the fires were “unknown” 
in origin and some of the portion 
of this can be added to the 31 per 
cent debited to human carlessness, 
The appeal, then, is to lumbermen, 
I: otorists, truck drivers, tourists, 


campers, hunters— to all who use | 
or pass through the woods. It is an | 
ippeal for utmost caution. Can we 
jn ake it a year without a forest 
| fire?
